Major J. W. Powoll, Director of the 


United States Geological Survey, pub- 
lished in the Cuotuty an article of surpass- 
ing interest ou "Thelrngibla Lands oE the 
Arid Hegion." Mr. Powcli'd experience in 
»DC! stud; of (he inter-mountain region 
makes him an authority on tho question of 
reclaiming the vast arid empire of the West 
Six million acres of this land has already 
basn redeemed acd cm irrepressible army is 
steadily at work anil vcmly adding hund- 
reds ol acres of scorohsd wastes to the cul- 
tivated area. 


Briefly stated,.Mr. Powell deolaraa that 


to make (he wa'ers redeem (he largest pos 
sible area, it becomes necessary—first, to 
select properly the laud to be redeemed; 
secondly, to select thsreservoir cites where 
the \rater is to be stored; thirdly, to seleol 
canal Bttos to be dedicated to public use, so 
that individuals may not aoquna title to 
land, and harass farmers dependant on the 
water supply. 
For this purpose topo- 


graphic, hydrogr ipbic, engineering and 
geologic surreys aii considered essential. 
The moaotoius, hills and valleys mast be 
outlined and lhair ralft'ive levels cloter- 
mined. 
The waters of the stivauij mast be 


ganged to determine tho volntno they curry 
through the different seasons of the year. 
The raiufall mast le measured so as to 
supplement it with the required amount of 
artificial moisture. 
TUB varying character- 


istics cf the soil must bo taken ioto ac- 
count to determine tbe nmonnt of water 
needed to serve an acre of land. 


The JOURNAL excerpts the mean features 


of this article from the Omaha Bee, which 
thinks that one of (lie most Important 
questions to be considered in connection 
with an extensive system of irrigation is 
the regulation of ths quantity of water to 
be taken by any one State or Territory 
from iiiterstate rivers 
All the rivers rising 


in the Kooky mountains 
and flowing 


through the arid belt pass through one or 
more States. It will bo remembered tbat 
a vigoious controversy nrose a few years 
ago between tho officials of Nebraska and 
Colorado on this identical point. 
The 


fa-men ami ranchers of Colorado diverted 
ueai.y all tlu waters of the Sooth Platte 
and Kepnlican rivers nud cansed great nn- 
nnyanoe and loss on tlio people living near 
theso streams in Nebraska. No satisfac- 
tory agreement was reached, tho officials of 
Colorado claiming the right to divert all 
the waters if necessary. These rivers are 
essential to 
the> well boing of the re- 


spective States and the moiature they 
supply is worth millions o£ dollars an- 
mully. 
How shall the 
•waters be di- 


vided? The law is practically silent on 
the subject, nor does Hr. Powell vouch- 
safe a remedy. As it is now, eve-y man 
helps himself, regardless of his neighbors. 
The question involved is one of interstate 
regulation, which the general government 
mnst settle so as to ccsserva the beat inter- 
ests of the people directly concerned. 


In Mr. Powell's opinion the division of 


the waters presents greater difficulties than 
the problem or irrigation. 
Should Color- 


ado absorb tho waters o! the Rio Grande, 
for installed, the settlements dependent on 
that stream in New Mexico would be prac- 
tically destroyed. This most be prevented 
by federal legislation, but complete data 
must first be hat! regarding the averaga 
volume of water in each stream, to reach a 
just and equitable division. 


Mr. Powell estimates tbat there are 


nearly one billion acres at arid land, of 
which one hundred and twenty million 
acres csn be irrigated by properly hus- 
banding 
the 
waters 
avruia'ule. 
This 


would make an empire of productive 
land larger than England and Ireland, 
fifty thocs&nd square miles greater than 
Prussia, almost equ-il toooutiuontal Spain, 
and within seventeen thousand square 
miles of the area of France. Tbe recla- 
mation of this vast territory is only a 
question ol time. The mineral develop- 
ment of the mountain region and tho 
increase of population will create such 
profitable markets for agricultural products 
tint private capital will rapidly flow to this 
rich field of investment. It is important, 
therefore, tbat the government should no 
only aid and encourage the redemption ol 
the arid region, but devise a comprehen- 
sive law to prohibit monopolies controlling 
the haadwaters and to present the total 
diversion of interstate streams.

THE PHONOGRAPH. 


Abbe Mlgnc's Description of Scott'* In- 


vention In 1859 —A Story from the 
Moon—In the Airy Benlma of Ancient 
Fancy—Baron Mnncbnusen and the Horn. 


No invention, no discovery, has ever come 


unheralded. The world wakes up some fine, 
morning and rubs its startled eyes to find that • 
America, the steam engine, the printing 
press, have been added to its possessions, and 
forgets that it dreamed of these things over 
night. The new fact which civilized man 
claims as a sign ol his advancement was 
happily imagined by some primeval savage. 
America was discovered before Columbus; 
the steam engine was anticipated by the pre- 
Christian Heiro; the printing press was fore- 
shadowed 3,000 years ago by the brick stamps 
of the Egyptian's. 


TEE PHONOGRAPH EEFOKE EDISON. 


But the phonograph! That, at least, is 


new; nothing like it has ever been known to 
man—has ever been dreamed of by man. 
Wrong again. Something just like it was 
Invented when Edison was barely out of his 
cradle, and more or lass dim premonitions of 
the modern marvel haunted the brains of our 
ancestors for centuries back. In the year 
1859 the famous Abbe Migne read a paper 
before the British association describing an 
instrument called the phonautograph, which 
had been recently invented by a young 
Frenchman, M. 1L. L. Scott. "The phonauto- 
graph consists of a tube enlarged at one end 
in the same manner as a trumpet, in order to 
concentrate the sounds, which are conveyed 
through it to a thin membrane tightly 
strained over the other end of the instrument. 
This membrane carries affixed to it an ex- 
cessively light stylus or pencil, which is put 
in motion by every vibration produced by 
the action of the air upon the membrane, 


"Behind this stylus a band of paper, cov- 


ered with lampblack, is unrolled by clock- 
work, and as this band passes along the point 
of the stylus traces upon the lampblack all 
the curvilinear and rectilinear movements 
originating iu the vibrations of the mem- 
brane, and thus produces in its own peculiar 
characters a faithful reproduction of the 
sound." The instrument was still in the 
rough, however, and the abbe went on to ex- 
plain that while it was fairly successful with 
musical sounds the hurma voice presented 
certain difficulties at presunt. Nevertheless, 
he had little doubt that eventually the pho- 
nautograph would supersede stenography, 
and would register for future generations 
not only the words but the very tones of 
famous actors and orators. But M. Scott 
seems to ' ave been unable to conquer the 
difficulties lying in his path, and lie and his 
invention disappeared from view. 


So muc'i for an actual anticipation of Edi- 


son's idea 
In the realm of imagination a 


very curirus forecast may be found in Cyreno 
de Bergeiac's "Voyage to the Moon," the 
book from which Swift did not disdain to 
borrow ideas. Cyreno's imaginary traveler 
tells of a wonderful book presented to him 
by a lunar inhabitant, a book with neither 
leaves nor letters, a book made wholly for 
the ears and not the eyes, "so that when any- 
body has a mind to read it he winds up that 
machine with a great many little springs, 
then he turns the hand to the chapter which 
he desires, and straight as from the mouth of 
man, or a musical instrument, proceed all the 
distinct and different sounds which all the 
lunar grandees make use of for expressing 
their thoughts iasteod of languago." 
* In No. 254 of The Tattler Sir Richard 
Steele pretends to have come in possession of 
on unpublished manuscript by Sir John Mau- 
deville, which gives some account in his 
usual veracious manner, "of the freezing and 
thawing of saveral short speeches in Nova 
iSbmbla." "I need not inform my readers," 
adds Sir Richard, "that the author of 'Hucli- 
brds' alludes to this strange quality in that 
cold climate, when, speaking of abstracted 
notions clothed in a visible shape, he adds 
that simile: 


Liko words congealed in northern air. 
THE CREW WAS REALLY AMAZjcn. 


Mandeville's pretended story tells how the 


weather was so cold that he and his com- 
panions on shipboard found themselves de- 
pnved of the benefit of speech—their words 
froze in the air before they could reach the 
ears of the person to whom they were spoken. 
This distressing state of affairs lasted for 
three weeks. At length a thaw set in. "Our 
cabin was immediately filled with a dry, 
clattering bound, which I afterward found to 
be the crackling of consonants that broke 
above our heads, and were often mixed with 
a gentle hissing, which I imputed to the letter 
s that comes so frequently in the English lan- 
guage. 


"I soon nfterfelt a breeze of whispers rush- 


ing by my ear, for those being of a soft and 
gentle substance immediately liquified in the 
warm wind that blew across our cabin. These 
were soon followed by syllables and short 
words, and at length by entire sentences, 
that melted sooner or later, as they were 
more or less congealed; so that we now heard 
everything that had been spoken during the 
whole three weeks that we had been silent— 
if I may use that expression. My reader will 
easily imagine how the whole crew was 
amazed to hear every man talking and see 
no man opening his mouth." 


A still mightier liar than even Steelo's 


Mandeville, the famous Baron Munchausen, 
had a very similar tale to tell. He informs 
us that, traveling one setere winter's day in 
Russia, the postilion tried vainiy to wind his 
horn in the open air. Later, when the com- 
pany were assembled around the kitchen fire 
of a hostelry, they heard a sudden tereng, 
terong, teng, teng. "We looked around and 
now found the reason vhy the postilion had 
not boon nblo to sound his horn; histunea 
were frozen up in the horn and now came 
out by thawing, plain enough, and much to 
the credit of the driver, so that the honest 
fellow entertained us for some time with a 
variety of tunes without putting bis mouth, 
to his horn.'! 


Surely Munchausen's horn is no bad proto- 


type of Edison's phonograph.—Chicago News.

The monthly woAther review of; Director 


Friend, of the Nevada Stale Weather Serv- 
ice, for February, is as follows: 


February has been an szospfcionMly cold 


and stormy month throughout the State. 
Up to tha 16th the weather was mild and 
pieasiint, melting ranch of the snow whioh 
liftfi fallen' daring tho months of December 
and January. On (lie l&'.h a low barome- 
tiio urea settled over ths Stats, bringing 
rain and snow at every station, except one, 
in the State. This storm gave way on the 
27th aad 23th to fair but very cola weather 
for tha moath rf February, accompanied 
.by a higher barometer. From reports re- 
ceived, this cold wave appears to have 
been the most disastrous to live stock of 
iiuy of the Benson, and the loss has been 
increased very much in tbe eastern and 
northern portions of the State. 


PBECTPITATION. 


Precipitation was general on the 5tb, 


12th, 16th, 17th, 18th, 10th, 20th, 21st, 
22d, 23d and 25th, being greatly in excess 
of the.normal 
Tbe average for the State 


was 1.55 icohes, which amount ia 0.68 inch 
in excess of the normal, and 0.50 in excess 
of tho average precipitation for the yeara 
1888 und 1880 together. The precipitation 
was heaviest in Elko, White Pine, Washoe 
and Storey counties, nad least in Esmer- 
nliia, Nye, Churchill and Lincoln counties. 
The greatest amount reported from anyone 
station was 4.80 inches at EnbyHill, White 
Pir.o county, following which cacce: Reno 
3.01 iuches; Virginia City, 3.19 inches and 
Lower's ranch, 3.06 inches. The least 
reported from any one station WES: "Trace" 
at Gold Monntaia, Esmt-raldfi county, and 
0.02 
inch at Downeyville, Nye county. 


The precipitation was generally in the 
form of snow, which varied in amounts 
from "trace" at Gold Mountain to 48.0 
ineht-s at Ruby Hill, the average snowfall 
for Iho State being 15 8 inches. Thirteen 
station? reported snow on ths ground at 
tbe end of the month, ranging from 0.4 
inch to 24.0 inches, There was, on an 
average, 9.5 cloudless, 7.8 partly cloudy, 
and 6.4 days on which precipitation fell. 
The prevailing wind was southerly.

The high- 
est reported "is 83.2 at El Dorado canyon, 
Lincoln county, and the lowest reported 
was 41 degrees below aero at Elko, Elko 
county, on the 27th, giving a range for the 
State of 129.2 degrees. From n total o/ 
twenty-six stations reporting, eighteen re- 
ported temperatures below zero, giving a 
a mean minimum temperature for the State 
of G.6 degrees. The highest mean temper- 
ature reported was 55.8 degrees, at El Do- j 
rado canyon, and the lowest mean temper- 


•-.ature was 20.2, at Kaby Hill. Greatest 
'monthly range 99 degrees, at Elko; least 
monthly range, 47.5, at Palmetto-, The 
greatest daily range was 32.3 degrees, at 
Elko, and ths hast daily range wa^ 15.8, 
at Pftlisnde,

He 
does not know whether ho -would like it or 
not until ho DM tried it.

Almost everybody I meet would likp to go 


to Europe, and this is especially true of young 
people. The imagination works up a very 
lively programme, which is filled up with un- 
alloyed .pleasure. No allowance is made for 
any miscarriages, none' for great fatigue, 
none for the lack of accustomed comforts and 
luxuries, none for unexpected set backs and 
difficulties.

The average sinnll boy or girl would say 


that ho preferred three meals a day fora 
week of very sweet cake to the same number 
of repasts of oatmeal porridge;- but he would 
change his mind before the -week was out. 
When r went out to ride In the country 
around Constantinople a big flock of quails 
was always flying ahead of the carriage, and 
the Palace of the Sweet Waters seemed to be 
in a cloud of these birds. At the hotel it was 
quail at every meal till I hated the sight of 
them; and since that I have never cared to 
eat them. 
. 


I do not intend to give a list of the annoy- 


ances one encounters in foreign travel. It 
may seem incredible to my young friends that 
so insignificant; an insect as the wicked flea 
can seriously interfere with so grand an 
achievement as a tour abroad. I do not im- 
agine that I have suffered more than the av- 
erage traveler in Spain, Italy and some other 
countries, though my skin may be thinner 
than that of most ot them; but I look upon 
tho flea as I have seen him magnified on a 
white surface by the lenses of the scientist. 


To me he is bigger than an elephant, and it 


seems as though the bite of a crocodile would 
be pleasant compared with that of tho blood- 
thirsty insect. This monster has not only 
kept me awake all night when I needed sleep, 
bat ha has made me writhe and squirm all 
day. I really believe the fleas in Italy and 
Spain are more to be dreaded than the ban- 
ditti of those countries. 
Spain and Italy are not alone in subjecting 


the traveler, to the torture of the wicked flea. 
Even in the far north, where ice and snow 
(•-'-•minate the year, the festive flea has a resi- 
ck.ice. One night I wont to bed, tired out 
after a hard day's work, sight seeing, in a 
hotel in Christiania, in Norway. I soon found 
tbat I could not go to sleep, sleepy as I was. 
I thought I had an attack of hives or rash, or 
that I had captured the itch in some steamer 
or hotel. . 
• 
I lay in torment till I heard a clock strike 


the midnight hour.' Then I became desperate 
and leaped from the bed. I lighted my two 
candles, determined to ascertain what the 
matter was. I could find nothing on my 
skin that looked like scabies, and then with a 
caudle in each hand I examined the bed. It 
was swarming with a very large sized, blue- 
black flea; and I had learned by experience 
that this sort was particularly wicked. 
I took my corn broom and brushed them 


out of the bed and tried again to sleep, ex- 
pecting to bavo my bones picked clean • be- 
fore morning, though I was to be called at 5 
to take a "steamer. I struggled in vain for 
another hour, and then got up again. I 
brushed the monsters all .out again, and this 
time I was careful that no part of the bed 
clothes should drop down to the floor. This 
succeeded. At any rate, I was so exhausted 
that at last I went to'sleep. 


I was called in two hours; and in what con- 


dition was I to appreciate the scenery of the 
Christiania Fjiord? As soon as the steamer 
was in the Skager Rack I went to sleep. That 
night I had my battle and defeat tvt the teeth 
of the red armored knights of my berth in a 
hutte. - 
In Holland one night I was bitten ono mil- 


lion tunes by another kind of flea, hardly less 
wicked. I did nof count them, but I esti- 
mated tbem. Walking through the Circus of 
Maxentius, in Rome, I smelled pennyroyal. 
I had heard that this herb was an antidote 
for the wicked flea, as it is for black flies 
and mosquitoes. I gathered a considerable 
quantity of it; but I did not actually suffer 
from the depredations of the terrible mon- 
ster in Italy. 


In Burgos, in Spain, after looking over the 


magnificent cathedral and glancing at the 
bones of tho Cid and his wife, our party of 
tbree took a carriage at the hotel to visit the 
tomb of the Cid, six or seven miles from the 
city. The vehicle was a tumble down old 
hack. A kind of cloth with a nap to it had 
been used to piece out the worn out lining. I 
wore long boots, and in a few minutes the 
armies of. the wicked flea began to attack me 
by making an advance on my legs. 


There was no road to the convent that con- 


tains the tomb, and the old carriage bounced 
over rocks, sometimes a foot high, and we 
were pitched from one side to the other of 
the interior and into the laps of each other.

French dancing master, Hooked at the tomb, 
but I did not take much interest in it. At 
the hotel I brushed the fleas out of the inside 
of my clothes and applied cologne to the skin, 
and it was very refreshing. Then I put an 
abundance of pennyroyal in my garments. 
I was all right till I took in a now stock in 
Madrid. 
They worried and tortured my 


companions and myself beyond endurance. I 
obtained a bottle of flea powder at the capi- 
tal, which was of some service, but I still re- 
gard the wicked fleas as one of the scourges
